PREFACE 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Urban  District  Council  of  Felling. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  year  I present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work 
carried  out  for  the  year  1970. 

The  health  statistics  and  related  information  are  given  in  full 
detail  throughout  the  Report,  but  I should  like  to  draw  your  attention 
to  certain  features. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  the  population  of 
the  Urban  District  at  mid-June,  1970,  was  38,910,  compared  with 
39,030  for  the  previous  year.  This  shows  a small  reduction  of  120, 
compared  with  an  increase  of  20  in  1969. 

The  birth  rate  increased  from  14-3  to  14-7  in  1970,  and  the  stand- 
ardised birth  rate,  which  corrects  for  the  age  and  sex  structure  of  the 
population,  increased  from  13-3  to  13-7,  which  is  lower  than  the  rate 
of  16-0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  illegitimacy  rate  (%  of  live  births)  relating  to  27  births, 
was  4-71  as  against  a figure  of  6-2  in  1969. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  23-0  (relating  to  13  deaths),  rose 
from  16-0  in  1969  and  is  more  than  the  rate  of  18-0  for  1970  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  still-birth  rate  was  21-0,  compared  with 
23-0  in  1969. 

The  standardised  death  rate  was  15*8,  compared  with  a rate  of  15*5 
in  1969,  and  exceeded  the  rate  of  1T7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Heart  disease  and  cancer  (all  forms),  the  most  important  causes 
of  death,  were  again  responsible  for  54  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality. 
Coronary  heart  disease  still  remains  the  commonest  single  cause  of 
death  combined  with  other  forms  of  heart  disease.  Deaths  from 
lung  cancer  totalled  23,  and  29  in  1969,  compared  with  12  in  1961. 

In  preparing  this  report  which  begins  a new  decade,  efforts 
have  been  made  to  make  it  more  informative,  interesting,  compre- 
hensive and  readable.  Parts  have  been  amplified,  altered  or  added 
and  gaps  filled,  and  comparative  yearly  totals  provided. 
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The  statistical  tables  on  vaccination  and  immunisation  have 
been  added  to  and  a new  table  shows  annual  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  from  1960,  inclusive  of  tuberculosis  and  indicates  the  general 
fall  in  incidence;  and  my  report  on  the  “prevalence  and  control  of 
infectious  and  other  diseases”  is  much  fuller  than  before. 

The  heading  of  “Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care”  on 
page  27,  covering  a variety  of  subjects,  has  now  been  introduced. 
These  include  health  education,  which  was  mainly  concerned  with 
an  ‘anti-smoking’  campaign,  and  the  prevention  of  accidents,  as 
matters  on  which  new  action  has  been  taken. 

Here  I would  like  to  mention  the  harmonious  relationship 
enjoyed  with  the  family  doctors  and  the  good  working  liaison  and 
co-operation  which  exists  between  staff  of  the  various  bodies  dealing 
with  social  and  socio-medical  work.  The  Problem  Family  Case 
Conference,  referred  to  on  page  32,  which  meets  quarterly,  helps  to 
reinforce  this  liaison  and  co-operation.. 

On  environmental  matters,  I v/ould  like  to  mention  first,  the 
Joint  Incineration  Scheme  for  the  burning  of  refuse,  agreed  to  by 
this  Authority,  Gateshead  C.B.  and  Washington  LI. D.C.,  to  deal 
with  the  problem  of  refuse  disposal,  since,  due  to  the  changing  nature 
of  refuse,  the  old  established  method  of  controlled  tipping  becomes 
more  difficult  and  less  effective.  Furthermore,  due  to  the  shortage 
of  suitable  sites,  the  future  of  refuse  disposal  could  be  in  doubt. 
Incineration  is  the  safest  and  mmst  satisfactory  way  of  dealing  with 
this  problem,  both  from  the  health  and  the  amenity  point  of  view. 
The  estimated  cost  was  £1,800,000.  Secondly,  to  make  negative 
comment,  I have  to  say  how  much  it  is  regretted  that  the  large  Smoke 
Control  Order  No.  1 had  to  be  suspended  for  the  period  of  one  year 
due  to  the  lack  of  suitable  open  fire,  solid  smokeless  fuel  (Gloco). 

At  this  point  I feel  it  proper  to  mention  the  death,  in  January, 
1970,  of  Mr.  P.  L.  McColville  after  a progressive  illness,  who  had 
worked  for  two  years  in  the  Felling  Health  Department  as  an 
additional  public  health  inspector.  He  was  very  well  liked  and  a 
promising  young  man,  whose  work  had  given  every  satisfaction. 

This  is  the  first  Annual  Report  which  I have  the  honour  to 
present  to  you  for  my  first  year’s  term  of  office  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  which  I began  on  the  23rd  February,  1970,  and  I should  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the  members  of  the  Council, 
all  the  officers,  and  the  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff, 
and  also  my  area  clerk,  and  other  members  of  staff,  for  their  kind 
help  and  assistance  in  my  work  throughout  a busy  year.

(b)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(1)  Descriptio?t  of  the  Area. 

The  Urban  District  is  roughly  square  in  area,  the  Northern 
boundary  being  formed  by  the  River  Tyne  with  a steep-sided  foreshore 
about  two  miles  in  length.  To  the  west  it  is  bounded,  by  Gateshead 
County  Borough,  to  the  south  by  Washington  Urban  District,  and  to 
the  east  by  Hebburn  Urban  District.  Part  of  the  southern  boundary 
with  Boldon  Urban  District  is  formed  by  Gateshead  Fell,  which  rises 
to  about  600  feet  above  sea  level  from  whence  the  land  falls  to  the 
river  beyond  which  there  are  spacious  panoramic  views  across 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne  and  South  East  Northumberland  and  more 
westerly  towards  the  distant  line  of  the  Cheviot  Hills  and  the  Scottish 
border. 

The  main  industries  in  Felling  include,  marine,  machine  tool 
and  light  engineering,  building  construction  and  paint  manufacture. 
Coal  mining  has  ceased,  although  the  coal  trade  was  the  first  economic 
development  from  the  13th  century  onwards : and  there  is  no  chemical 
manufacture  now,  although  the  British  chemical  industry  began  in 
Felling  and  its  environs  in  the  early  part  of  the  last  century. 

An  industrial  estate  has  been  established  on  the  Tyne  frontage 
towards  the  north  west  part  of  the  Urban  District  where  inter-alia 
several  large  firms,  connected  with  the  grocery  and  food  trades,  have 
established  their  main  warehouses.  There  is  also  here  a large  and 
one  of  the  most  modern  “line  system”  private  abattoirs  in  Europe 
which,  when  it  was  opened,  was  the  subject  of  many  articles  in  the 
technical  journals. 
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Felling,  which  lies  near  to  the  centre  of  communications  in  the 
Tyneside  conurbation,  has  been  very  much  improved  in  recent 
years.  There  are  considerable  new  housing  estates  which  trees  and 
the  undulating  and  sloping  nature  of  much  of  the  area  has  helped  to 
make  more  attractive  and  varied  in  character. 

The  amenity  of  an  environment  has  an  important  effect  on  the 
quality  of  the  pattern  and  satisfaction  of  living,  especially  in  areas 
which  have  been  affected  by  industry  and  where  there  is  a high 
population  density,  and  the  content  of  the  brief  relevant  remarks  in 
the  following  paragraphs  lies  fairly  central  in  the  ethos  and  to  the 
purpose  of  preventive  medicine. 

This  being  so,  it  is  appropriate  to  make  reference  to  an  official 
consultant’s  full  report  in  November,  1963,  of  a special  extensive 
survey  of  the  Tyne  river  cot  ri  dor  for  the  development  of  the  river 
environment. 

It  outlined,  from  all  relevant  aspects,  the  considerable  possibilities 
for  the  leisure  and  recreation  of  the  large  populations  which  live  close 
to  or  near  river  (and  industry),  along  many  miles  of  its  varied  course, 
by  means  of  the  multi-use  of  river  frontages,  m.ost  of  which  are  in 
industrial  use,  with  the  hope  that  Tyne  landscape  renewal  may 
achieve,  in  due  course,  the  concept  of  what  exists  elsewhere  in  Europe 
and  has  been  described  as  a “river  city.” 

Certainly  the  unique  image  of  Tyneside  would  be  seen  anew  by 
the  widespread  and  extensive  town  planning  and  reconstruction  which 
occurs  all  round,  if  allied  with  such  a unifying  concept. 

Part  of  that  report  included  a proposal  for  a new  mid-Tyne 
recreational  park  covering  over  300  acres  of  the  most  open  land 
flanking  the  river  at  Felling,  and  at  Walker,  a suburb  across  the 
river;  but  for  such  ideas,  gross  river  pollution  must  be  ended. 

Significant  work  has  already  been  carried  out  in  Felling  and  in 
adjacent  areas,  towards  the  future  landscape  and  riverscape  develop- 
ment of  the  shore  areas  of  the  River  Tyne  to  provide  for  rising 
aesthetic  standards  and  the  improved  use  of  leisure  and  exercise, 
which  will  become  even  more  necessary  in  view  of  the  trend  towards 
shorter  working  hours,  and  perhaps  as  the  roads  become  more  and 
more  crowded. 

In  the  meanwhile,  it  would  be  a worthwhile  improving  effort 
which  would  help  if  many  more  of  the  public  made  more  of  their 
gardens  and  took  an  interest  in  them,  or  merely  kept  them  tidy. 
It  would  give  joy  to  some,  but  would  certainly  help  to  make  res- 
idential areas  more  pleasing. 

(2)  Employment  in  the  Area.

The  number  of  insured  employees  at  June,  1970,  compared  with 
1969  shows  an  overall  decrease  of  1,734  (1,118  males,  616  females), 
which  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  a change  in  the  method  of  collection 
of  statistics  locally.  The  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
moved  to  Gateshead  during  1970  and  figures  of  the  number  of 
National  Insurance  Cards  exchanged  by  that  Department  for  this 
area  are  no  longer  made  to  this  Local  Office. 

Decreases  are  shown  for  Mining,  Construction,  Furniture 
Manufacture,  Distribution  Trades,  Shipbuilding  and  Engineering, 
which  are  slightly  offset  by  increases  in  Chemical  and  Allied  Products, 
Textiles  and  Clothing  Manufacturing,  and  Transport  and  Com- 
munication. 
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(4)  Unemployment. 

Unemployment  among  men  rose  from  736  in  January',  1970  to 
774  in  March,  1970.  This  is  a normal  seasonal  increase.  Unemploy- 
ment for  women  remained  constant  at  approximately  90  during  the 
same  period. 

Thereafter  from  April  to  September,  1970,  a slight  decrease 
month  by  month  was  shown  until  in  September  there  were  639  men 
and  74  women  unemployed. 

From  October  to  December  there  was  a slight  increase  in 
unemployed  men  to  646,  but  a slight  decrease  to  63  for  women. 

A furniture  manufacturing  firm  closed  in  May,  1970,  and  170 
work  people  were  made  redundant.  This  was  compensated  by  a new 
employer  taking  over  these  premises  in  October,  1970,  for  the 
manufacture  of  nylon  products. 

There  was  also  small  redundancies  with  the  closure  of  three 
distribution  warehouses  in  the  area  as  follows :

Youth  Employment 

In  view  of  the  concern  existing  at  present  on  this  subject  the 
following  augmented  remarks  are  the  result  of  a discussion  with  the 
Youth  Employment  Officer  concerned,  and  have  his  approval. 

The  unemployed  register  of  young  persons  at  the  end  of  the 
year  mainly  comprised  the  less  able  school  leavers  as  well  as  those 
who  are  not  encouraged  by  their  families  to  stay  on  longer  at  school, 
and  the  older  age  groups  up  to  18  years. 

In  view  of  the  present  situation,  figures  are  given  on  the  opposite 
page  for  a ten-year  period  to  show  trends  more  clearly  from  1961, 
when  there  were  only  ten  names  on  the  register.

The  highest  peak  of  70  occurred  in  1963,  with  a marked  fall 
by  1965,  when  the  recent  increasing  trend  started.  The  total  for 
1968  would  have  been  50,  but  for  20  school-leavers  being  accepted 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  or  other  professions  and  were 
awaiting  a starting  date.  The  position  has  worsened  and  doubled 
in  the  last  two  years,  during  which  time  there  has  now  been  a marked 
rise  for  girls.

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These  figures  show  that; 

(a)  The  significant  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  registered 
disabled  persons,  is  due  mainly  to  retirement  and  failure  to 
renew  registrations,  e.g.,  general  lack  of  interest  in  registering 
as  disabled,  due  to  the  poor  employment  situation  in  the  area, 
and  failure  also  to  notify  change  of  address. 

(b)  A successful  year  for  placing  in  work,  plus  the  normal  spate 
of  retirements  and  sickness,  resulted  in  the  decrease  of 
unemployed  registered  disabled  persons  in  1970. 

(6)  The  Government  Training  Centre  and  Industrial  Rehabilitation 
Unit,  Green  Lane,  Felling,  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country. 
Training  in  the  following  trades,  plus  places  for  electrical  and  general 
engineering  apprentices,  is  provided.

(7)  Government  Training  Centrej Industrial  Rehabilitation  U?iit. 

This  is  one  of  the  largest  of  such  establishments  in  the  country. 
It  provides  courses  up  to  12  weeks  in  duration,  and  in  certain  cases 
up  to  26  weeks,  to  tone  up,  assess  and  guide  young  people  and  adults. 
In  the  main  these  are  either  disabled  or  recovering  from  long  periods 
of  sickness,  but  many  are  able  bodied,  who  need  resettlement  after 
unemployment. 

The  catchment  area  of  the  Unit  consists  of  the  four  Northern 
Counties  and  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  There  is  no  hostel  accom- 
modation for  rehabilitees  who  live  beyond  daily  travelling  distance, 
but  the  Unit  provides  private  lodgings  in  the  area.  Applications  for 
courses  should  be  made  at  any  employment  exchange,  where  detailed 
information  is  also  available. 

During  1970  a total  of  631  persons  (585  males  and  46  females) 
were  admitted  to  the  Department  of  Employment  Industrial  Re- 
habilitation Unit  at  Felling,  compared  with  646  admissions  in  1969. 
The  great  majority  were  from  the  North  East  of  England  and  included 
23  males  and  5 females  from  the  Felling  Employment  Exchange  area. 
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Most  of  these  people  had  a mental  or  physical  disability  and 
were  recommended  on  medical  advice  from  hospitals,  resettlement 
clinics,  welfare  and  social  agencies.  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  examining  doctors,  and  also  by  the  disablement  resettlement 
officers  located  at  each  employment  exchange. 

The  main  objects  of  a course  of  Industrial  Rehabilitation  are  as 
follows ; 

(a)  to  build  up  employment  capacity  and  restore  mental  and 
physical  tone.  Not  all  admissions  are  medically  disabled  as 
some  are  just  unemployed  persons  of  long  duration, 

(b)  to  restore  confidence  in  their  working  ability  to  people  who 
have  had  an  injury  or  disease,  possibly  rendering  them 
incapable  to  do  their  former  employment,  and  to  people  who 
have  suffered  lengthy  periods  of  unemployment  and  need  a 
period  of  adjustment  to  restore  them  to  working  habits  and 
fitness, 

(c)  to  make  a skilled  assessment  of  working  capacity,  aptitudes 
and  skills  and  potential  for  vocational  training.

The  progress  of  a person  completing  a course  is  followed  up  by 
enquiries  for  a period  of  six  months  after  the  completion  of  the 
course.  The  results  for  1970  showed  that  45-9%  had  been  placed 
in  satisfactory  employment  or  had  commenced  training  at  a Govern- 
ment Training  Centre  or  similar  establishment.  Another  10%  were 
awaiting  allocation  to  training  courses.

Health  Visiting — Section  24. 

Six  Health  Visitors  served  the  Urban  District,  two  being  part- 
time,  but  figures  are  not  available  which  are  separate  from  those 
for  the  County  as  a whole,  to  outline  the  visits  which  they  carried 
out,  and  which  cover  all  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  County  Health 
Services,  which  includes  maternity  and  child  welfare. 

In  their  important  function  of  spreading  health  knowledge,  they 
are  assisted  by  the  County  Health  Education  Officer  and  his  staff  in 
planning  regular  topics  and  providing  demonstrations,  material  and 
aids  for  the  child  welfare  clinics,  schools  and  patients  in  their  own 
homes.  They  give  talks  to  a variety  of  groups  as  well  as  advice  to 
persons,  with  a particular  emphasis  to  child  care. 

They  also  work  closely  with  chest  physicians,  visiting  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  their  own  homes,  whilst  contacts  are  advised  about 
care  in  the  spread  of  infections.  They  also  do  Heaf  testing  of  school 
infants  in  the  follow  up  of  positive  cases,  visit  the  aged  as  needed,  and 
assist  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  in  support  for  the  mentally  sub- 
normal and  their  families.

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care — Section  28 

Topics  and  comment  under  this  section  have  now  been  included 
in  this  Annual  Report. 

A — Cases  Discharged  from  Hospital. 

Sick  cases  requiring  after-care  are  treated  by  the  Home  Nurses 
or  supervised  and  advised  by  the  Health  Visitors.  Sick-room  equip- 
ment, such  as  urine  bottles,  bed  pans,  bed  rests,  air  cushions, 
mattresses  and  rubber  sheeting  can  be  obtained  on  loan  on  application 
to  County  Hall. 
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B — Nursing  Equipment. 

Issues  of  material  from  stores  of  appliances  provided  by  the 
County  Council  are  made  on  the  recommendation  of  a Doctor, 
Health  Visitor,  District  Nurse  or  Medical  Social  Worker.  Issued  items 
of  equipment  includes  over  90  different  types.  These  are  on  free 
loan. 

C — B.C.G.  Vaccination  (Spring  and  Autumn  School  Terms). 

Apart  from  routine  vaccinations  carried  out  by  chest  physicians 
at  the  chest  clinics,  tuberculin  skin  testing  and  vaccinations  of  all 
school  children  aged  11  years  and  older  is  arranged  for,  and  carried 
out  by,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Statistics  relating  are  shown 
under  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  on  page  26. 

D — Cervical  Cytology  Screening  Service. 

Such  a service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  in  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  in  Argyle  Street,  Hebburn,  for  the  surrounding  area, 
which  includes  Felling.  Appointments  may  be  made  on  application 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  at  the  County  Council  offices  in 
Durham. 

This  clinic  operates  on  Thursdays  from  7 to  10  p.m.,  when 
sufficient  applications  have  been  received  to  permit  a full  session  for 
30  or  more  women,  on  an  appointment  basis.  Five  yearly  repeat 
tests  were  introduced  late  in  1970. 

Attendances  at  the  clinic  totalled  101  in  1970  and  129  in  1969, 
and  these  throughout  the  County  continue  to  be  disappointing, 
considering  the  importance  of  this  prophylactic  service,  which  too 
few  women  seem  to  realise.  Only  symptom  free  women  are  accepted. 

A similar  clinic  also  operates  on  Tuesdays  (except  in  August) 
from  7 to  9 p.m.  (without  appointments)  at  the  Queen  Elizabeth 
Hospital,  Cateshead,  on  behalf  of  the  Women’s  Cancer  Detection 
Society,  and  it  has  two  others  in  Durham  County. 

Of  two  multiple  screening  clinics,  one  is  at  nearby  Chester-le- 
Street. 

E — Chiropody. 

The  County  Council  initiated  a scheme  in  1963,  designed  to 
provide  a free  service  for  pensioners  and  finance  clinics  run  by 
voluntary  organisations,  the  equipment  being  loaned  free  of  cost. 
The  shortage  of  registered  chiropodists  affects  the  number  treated 
and  the  frequency  of  treatments  which  patients  may  receive,  and 
both  of  which  have  been  less  in  1970  than  in  the  four  preceding 
years  as  is  shown  below. 

The  Felling  District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  whose 
Secretary  is  Mr.  J.  Hunter,  organised  the  sessions  shown  in  the 
following  table,  the  chiropodist  taking  them  being  Mr.  T.  F.  Wood.

F — Health  Education. 

(a)  The  importance  of  health  education  in  persuading  and 
helping  people  to  achieve  and  enjoy  positive  health,  and  to 
prevent  and  avoid  illness  and  accidents,  is  becoming  much 
more  widely  realised.  This  subject,  when  properly  planned 
and  carried  out,  is  now  beginning  to  receive  something  of 
the  fuller  attention  which  its  importance  deserves  and  which 
has  taken  many  years  to  begin  to  be  implemented  by  effective 
action. 

Governmental,  educational  and  many  more  varied  bodies  and 
employers  are  now  playing  their  increasing  part  to  add  to 
and  facilitate  the  growing  efforts  of  medical  and  other 
personnel  who,  in  their  daily  work,  can  give  appropriate 
comment  and  advice  at  the  personal  level. 

Talks  on  health  topics  have  been  given  to  several  organisa- 
tions by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Health 
Visitors;  and  posters  have  been  displayed. 
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(b)  Since  no  special  emphasis  has  been  given  in  the  past  to 
health  education  in  Felling,  beyond  the  advice  given  by  staff 
in  the  exercise  of  their  duties,  and  the  issues  of  publicity 
material  received  for  display  and  distribution  from  the 
County  Health  Department,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
felt  that  a beginning  should  be  made  and  decided  on  the 
following  campaign  subject. 

Anti- Smoking  Campaign  in  October 

As  tobacco  smoking,  especially  of  cigarettes,  has  become  the 
largest  cause  of  preventable  illness,  and  can  significantly  reduce  the 
life  span  by  a matter  of  years,  an  anti-smoking  campaign  was  drawn 
up,  and  with  Committee  approval,  this  was  planned  as  far  as  possible 
with  the  considerable  assistance  of  the  health  education  staff  at  the 
Health  Department  at  County  Hall,  to  cover  the  United  District  of 
Jarrow,  Hebburn,  Felling  and  Boldon,  comprising  a population  of 
116,000,  so  as  to  enhance  the  impact  value  by  operating  for  a week 
in  each  area  during  October. 

The  campaign  was  given  some  publicity  and  the  response  of  the 
public  to  attend  “Five-Day  Plan”  anti-smoking  courses  was  met  by 
the  following  arrangements  which  were  made  in  conjunction  with 
the  County  Health  Education  Service,  its  senior  staff  attending  the 
courses,  as  did  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Adults 

The  course,  given  by  a special  lecturer,  was  held  daily  for  a 
week,  from  Monday  to  Friday  from  12.30  to  2.0  p.m.  in  the  large 
industrial  factory  of  A.  Reyrolle  and  Co.  Ltd.,  at  Hebburn,  for  which 
51  employees  enrolled,  47  completing  the  course.  This  factory  was 
the  only  one  to  have  a sufficient  response  to  justify  such  a course. 
Films  were  shown  and  discussion  and  questions  followed. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  course,  a high  proportion  attending  felt 
that  their  efforts  had  been  successful;  and  it  was  learnt  that  some  of 
the  class  had  passed  on  the  method  of  prevention  taught,  to  others, 
who  had  also  been  able  to  stop  smoking.  In  one  case,  25  workmen 
were  so  impressed  by  the  success  of  one  of  their  colleagues  on  the 
course,  that  they  all  stopped  smoking  after  asking  him  to  explain  the 
routine  which  he  had  been  taught.  The  course  certainly  became  a 
talking  point.  A similar  course  was  was  held  in  the  evenings  of 
another  week,  in  Jarrow  Civic  Hall,  for  45  adults  from  four  local 
authorities  in  the  United  District,  with  some  from  beyond,  who 
attended,  of  which  33  maintained  their  interest  throughout. 

Both  courses  held  a final  meeting  two  weeks  later  when  the 
results  were  found  to  be  an  unqualified  success.  For  of  the  question- 
naires issued,  40  were  returned  showing  that  31  persons  had  been 
able  to  give  up  smoking. 
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School  Children 


An  hourly  mid-morning  showing  of  cartoon  cine  films  and  a 
“Smoking  Susie”  model,  with  a talk  and  questions,  was  planned  to 
cover  five  junior  schools  in  each  of  the  four  local  authorities  of  the 
United  District,  in  four  consecutive  weeks.  These  were  clearly  much 
enjoyed  and  appeared  to  be  very  effective,  both  for  the  children,  and 
for  some  of  the  teaching  staff. 

Evaluation  : — As  a result  of  the  considerable  experience  gained,  and 
the  results  achieved,  the  County  Medical  Officer  decided  to  arrange 
for  similar  campaigns  to  be  periodically  carried  out  throughout  the 
County. 

G — Prevention  of  Accidents. 

The  Felling  Council  is  reoresented  on  the  North  Eastern 
Accident  Prevention  Council,  and  through  its  own  Home  Safety 
Committee  and  Officer,  it  is  kept  aware  of  accidents  which  do  occur, 
taking  preventive  action  where  this  is  possible. 

(i)  Home  Accidents 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Elealth,  who  attends  the  above- 
mentioned  committee,  is  a co-opted  member  of  the  North- 
umberland and  Durham  Area  Home  Safety  Council  which 
operates  under  the  aegis  of  R.S.P.A.,  and  meets  quarterly 
at  different  venues  in  Durham  and  Northumberland. 

(ii)  Drowning  Accidents 

The  area  of  Felling  was  reviewed  just  before  the  long  school 
summer  holidays  began,  but  no  obvious  risk  was  observed 
where  land  surface  water  could  be  a hazard,  particularly  to 
young  children.  A large  modern  swimming  bath  at  Learn 
Lane,  where  national  championships  are  held,  is  very  well 
attended. 

(iii)  Firework  Hazards 

Hospital  statistics  of  injuries  treated  have  been  reported  to 
the  Health  Committee  which  expressed  concern  that 
fireworks  (and  matches)  were  still  often  being  sold  to 
children,  and  often  to  very  young  children  under  the 
permitted  apparent  age  of  13  years.  Plappily  there  were 
fewer  accidents  from  fireworks,  and  bonfires  seemed  fewer 
than  in  1969.  Leaflets  giving  advice  on  the  storage  and  sale 
of  fireworks  were  issued  by  the  Council  to  retail  shopkeepers 
as  requested  by  the  Home  Office. 

H — Admission  of  Aged  Persons  to  Hospital. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  able  to  effect  the  urgent 
admission  to  hospital  in  several  cases  or  expedite  it  in  full  liaison  with 
the  family  doctors. 
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I — Problem  Family  Care  Conference. 

Quarterly  meetings  continued  to  be  arranged  from  County 
Hall  during  1970  at  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acted  as 
Chairman.  They  enabled  discussion  in  depth  on  continuing  problem 
cases  or  exceptional  ones,  between  health  visitors  and  social  workers, 
representatives  from  the  probation  service  and  the  Police,  the 
N.S.P.C.C.,  and  Child  Care  and  Domestic  Help  Departments. 

These  meetings  also  served  to  maintain  the  good  liaison  and 
co-operation  existing  between  health  personnel  and  social  workers. 

J — Housing  Applications  and  Assesszvient  of  Medical  Factors. 

This  authority  has  a broad  sympathetic  progressive  attitude  in 
its  attempts  to  give  regard  as  far  as  possible,  when  considering 
housing  applications,  to  significant  medical  facts  concerning  the 
applicant  or  other  member  of  the  household,  so  that  the  degree  of 
priority  given  more  truly  reflects  the  degree  of  urgency. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  works  with  the  full  co-operation 
of  family  doctors,  or  hospital  staff,  which  helps  to  ensure  that  degrees 
of  medical  need  or  circumstances  are  correctly  assessed  and  that  only 
those  with  due  priority  receive  it.  The  observations  of  social  workers 
is  sometimes  sought  or  received. 

It  has  been  found  helpful  to  discuss  cases  with  the  Housing 
Manager  where  there  are  recommendations  based  on  medical  grounds. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  numbers  and  categories  of 
121  cases  dealt  with  throughout  the  year  by  the  Flousing  Committee 
in  considering  cases  put  forward  with  a medically  recommended 
degree  of  priority.

Rejiort  of  the  Medical  Olhcer  of  Health 
on  the  Prevalence  and  Control 
of  Infections  and  other  Diseases 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  was  233,  compared  with  31  during  the  previous  year,  and  663  the 
year  before.  There  were  12  notified  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis, 
compared  with  13  the  year  before  and  15  two  years  before. 

The  number  of  other  infectious  diseases  continued  at  a 
satisfactory  low  level  except  to  say  that  although  there  were  202  cases 
of  measles  notified,  this  is  an  improvement  on  most  annual  totals 
over  the  decade  as  reference  to  an  interesting  new  table  5 will  show. 

Apart  from  measles  and  tuberculosis  there  were  only  18  other 
cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  of  which  1 1 were  due  to  v/hooping 
cough. 

A numTer  of  outdoor  staff  were  immunised  against  influenza. 


Measles. 

The  new  table  (5)  which  has  been  provided  in  this  section  “C” 
clearly  shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurring 
over  a ten-year  period.  This  indicates  clearly  that  measles  has 
caused  87  per  cent  of  the  total  cases  shown,  as  well  as  generally 
manifesting  its  usual  “typical”  biennial  epidemic  pattern. 

Cases  in  1970  were  concentrated  in  February  and  March  and 
from  June  to  August  as  shown  in  table  4 of  this  section;  and  nearly 
all  occurred  between  the  ages  one  to  nine  years,  as  table  3 shows. 

Since  1961  there  have  been  4,244  cases  notified  of  v/hich  as 
many  as  795  occurred  in  one  year  (1963)  and  there  was  a yearly 
average  of  424  cases.  These  figures  will  emphasise  the  extent  to 
which  measles  has  been  occurring. 

The  protection  of  children  aged  4 to  7 years,  introduced  into 
infant  schools  in  1968  is  shown  by  a table  on  page  26. 
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Whooping  Cough. 

Apart  from  measles,  whooping  cough  notifications  were  only 
just  exceeded  by  notifications  of  tuberculosis,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  there  has  been  a falling  trend  in  the  last  three  years.  There 
were  11  cases  in  1970,  and  2 and  14  in  the  two  years  before.  Whilst 
immunisation  does  not  give  complete  protection,  cases  occurring 
amongst  immunised  children  will  be  considerably  modified  and  of  a 
mild  character. 

Of  351  children  who  received  completed  primary  courses  in 
1970  against  whooping  cough,  only  126  were  brought  for  their  re- 
inforcing dose.  The  previous  year,  253  children  completed  their 
primary  course  and  249,  or  nearly  all  of  them,  received  the  re-inforcing 
dose. 

It  is  clear  that  not  enough  parents  are  bringing  their  children 
for  this  protection  nor  seeking  the  reinforcement  dose  to  obtain  the 
maximum  effect.  Whooping  cough  and  measles  can  have  a damaging 
effect,  with  consequences  for  the  future.  This  should  be  much  more 
widely  realised  especially  when  a child  may  not  be  too  robust. 

Dysentery. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  no  case  was  notified  in  1970.  In 
the  previous  7 years,  38  cases  were  notified,  totals  being  8 or  less  for 
each  of  these  years.  There  is  no  doubt  that  many  cases,  especially 
if  mild,  go  undiagnosed.  Good  personal  and  general  hygiene  is 
important  in  prevention. 

Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  only  two  cases  during  the  year.  Since  1961  there 
were  only  two  years  without  a reported  case,  but  in  each  of  the  other 
years,  there  were  either  1 or  2 cases.  These  are  the  known  cases 
but  nevertheless  these  low  figures  reflect  the  efforts  given  to  preven- 
tion through  better  hygiene  and  discipline  by  those  dealing  with 
food  or  supervising. 

Infective  Hepatitis. 

No  cases  were  notified  in  1970,  but  of  34  cases  occurring  since 
1961,  1 to  15  cases  a year  occurred  in  the  preceding  six  years.  This 
is  a condition  which  is  tending  to  increase. 
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Meningococcal  Meningitis. 

There  were  4 cases  in  1970,  but  only  10  in  all  since  1961. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Only  1 case  was  notified  in  1970.  The  incidence  of  40  cases  since 
1961  is  about  the  same  as  for  dysentery.  Only  4 cases  have  been 
notified  in  the  last  four  years,  which  may  perhaps  indicate  an  improv- 
ing trend. 

Tuberculosis. 

This  infection  has  been  greatly  curtailed  by  the  effectiveness 
of  “B.C.G.”  in  prevention,  and  of  modern  treatment.  Whilst  an 
acceptance  of  “B.C.G.”  is  now  considerable  and  increasing,  only  the 
wide  use  of  this  vaccine  will  help  us  to  look  forward  to  virtually 
stamping  out  a disease  which  has  caused  so  much  havoc  and  suffering 
in  the  past. 

One  difficulty  in  treatment,  not  too  infrequently,  is  the  patient, 
who,  however,  for  whatever  reason,  forgets,  or  cannot  be  relied  upon 
to  take  his  treatment,  since  this  may  allow  or  can  lead  to  his  infecting 
others  (including  his  family)  and  even  extending  his  own  disease  or 
perhaps  becoming  ‘'drug  resistant.” 

Table  2 which  follows  shows  the  incidence  and  death  rates  since 
1947  when  there  were  25  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
and  8 non-pulmonary  cases,  causing  28  and  3 deaths  in  each 
category.  In  1947  there  were  25  pulmonary  cases  and  28  deaths, 
whilst  in  1951,  there  were  72  such  notified  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  16  deaths.  After  this,  deaths  fell  rather  than  cases. 

The  incidence  gradually  fell,  but  in  1965  it  suddenly  was  halved 
to  20  cases  and  has  since  steadily  declined  to  12  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  1970,  giving  an  incidence  rate  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion of  0-30,  against  a figure  of  0*33  for  1969  and  0-39  for  1968, 
compared  with  2-86  for  1951,  a peak  which  was  94  times  higher. 

Other  Notifiable  Infectious  Conditions. 

In  the  last  ten  years,  there  have  been  notified  the  following 
eight  cases : — 

1 case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  in  1963. 

1 case  of  Typhoid  in  1966. 

3 cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  in  the  two  years,  1963-4. 

3 cases  of  Erysipelas  in  the  two  years,  1963  and  1966. 

Happily  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  in  1970.

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Pipe  Coating  Factory  in  Pelaw, 
which  caused  so  much  nuisance  and  complaints,  ceased  to  be  used 
for  this  purpose  during  the  {Vide  the  report  under  Atmospheric 
Pollution — Section  8 of  my  report.) 

I regret  that  owing  to  a lack  of  suitable  fuel  our  large  Smoke 
Control  Area — No.  1 had  to  be  suspended  for  a year  until  suitable 
alternative  fuels  are  available  again. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to 
Mr.  T.  Graham,  the  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  the 
additional  Inspectors,  Mr.  J.  Roberts  and  Mr.  K.  Wilson,  the 
Clerk,  Mrs.  M.  Cairns,  the  Cleansing  Foreman,  Mr.  J.  Watts  and 
Rodent  Operator,  Mr.  A.  Lumsden.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


1.  (a)  Water  Supply. 

The  district  generally  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of 
the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company.  A small  portion  of 
the  south-east  part  of  the  district,  adjoining  the  Hebburn  boundary, 
is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Sunderland  and  South 
Shields  Water  Company. 

(i)  The  supply  to  the  area  on  the  whole  is  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

(ii)  Regular  examinations  are  made  of  the  supply. 

(hi)  There  is  little  likelihood  of  plumbo  solvent  action. 

(iv)  No  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

(v)  There  are  no  stand  pipes  for  supplying  water  to  dwellings 
in  the  area;  13,260  houses  are  supplied  from  public  water 
mains  serving  the  whole  population  of  the  area.

1.  Over  much  of  the  distribution  system  the  water  is  a blend  of  the 
products  of  the  principal  treatment  plants. 

2.  These  plants  in  turn  receive  water  in  variable  proportions  from  the 
several  sources  utilised  by  the  Company. 

3.  It  is  therefore  difficult  to  predict  the  composition  of  the  supply  to  any 
particular  point  and  the  maxima  and  minima  quoted  are  not  to  be  regarded  as 
absolute  values  but  rather  as  limits  not  likely  to  be  exceeded  in  normal  circum- 
stances. 


Examination  of  Water  supplied  to  the  Tyneside  Area. 

Calendar  Year,  1970. 

Chemical  Examination. 

There  was  no  significant  change  in  the  average  chemical  com- 
position of  the  water  supplied  for  domestic  consumption. 

Fluoridation  was  practised  at  the  Whittle  Dene  and  Henderson 
(Throckley)  Works.  The  concentration  of  fluoride  ion  in  the  supplies 
from  these  works  was  maintained  at  TO  milligrammes  per  litre,  the 
optimum  dose  for  the  promotion  of  dental  health. 

Bacteriological  Examination. 

1,001  works  control  samples  from  Whittle  Dene  and  Throckley 
were  examined  in  the  Company’s  Laboratory; 

All  were  “satisfactory”  save  one,  which  contained  1 coliform 
organism. 
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247  samples  of  the  water  from  the  Coquet  Water  Board’s 
Warkworth  Filter  Plant  were  taken  at  the  Longbenton  Governor 
House.  Two  were  “unsatisfactory”  (but  check  samples  were 
“satisfactory”);  the  rest  were  “satisfactory.”  No  E.  Coli  were  found 
per  100  ml  of  sample. 

Most  of  the  supply  to  Felling  U.D.C.  comes  from  Carr  Hill 
and  Beacon  Lough  Reservoirs.  Twelve  samples  were  taken  in  the 
Urban  District  during  1970;  all  were  “satisfactory.” 

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Follingsby  Lane  have  been 
extended  and  provision  made  for  sludge  digestion.  It  was  estimated 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  some  17,000  persons  were  being  catered  for. 

The  remainder  of  the  area  is  drained  by  sewers  discharging 
direct  to  the  River  Tyne. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Tyne  is  the  only  large  waterway,  and  this  serves  as 
a common  sewer  for  the  many  townships  along  its  banks.  The  other 
stream  running  through  this  district  is  known  as  the  River  Don, 
which  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

3.  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  approximately  14,306  water  closets  and  three  ash 
closets  in  the  area.  The  ash  closets  are  situated  at  farms  or  other 
outlying  premises  where  no  sewerage  is  available. 

4.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of  mechanical  trans- 
port. One  Karrier  Bantam  diesel  10  cubic  yard  side  loader,  one 
Gamecock  18  cubic  yard  dual  tip  vehicle,  two  S.  & D.  35  cubic  yard 
“ Pakamatic  ” compression  vehicles  and  one  S.  & D.  18/25  cubic  yard 
dual  tip  with  a bin  lift  attachment  are  used  for  the  collection  of  refuse. 

A once-weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  When  inclement  weather  with  heavy  snow  occurs,  these 
vehicles  are  used  for  snow  clearance,  but  as  soon  as  conditions  are 
sufflciently  improved  the  vehicles  return  to  refuse  collection. 

During  the  year  some  795,069  bins  were  collected  comprising 
6,197  loads,  31,780  miles  were  travelled  and  4,108  gallons  of  fuel 
used. 
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One  hundred  and  forty-two  defective  bins  were  replaced  by 
B.S.S.  dust  bins  from  the  stock  of  the  Cleansing  Department  by  sales 
to  local  property-owners. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  100  per  cent,  controlled  tipping  at  a 
quarry  in  Windy  Nook.  Part  of  this  large  quarry  is  used  for  refuse 
disposal  and  the  larger  part  is  being  used  to  contain  pit  heaps  nearby 
under  a reclamation  scheme  developed  by  Durham  County  Council. 

A four-wheel  drive  mechanical  shovel  is  used  for  refuse 
disposal — the  shale  surrounding  the  tipping  area  being  dug  out  and 
used  for  tip  covering  at  the  end  of  each  day. 

The  life  of  the  tip  is  limited  and,  like  most  authorities  in  the 
region,  there  is  a shortage  of  tipping  sites.  Gateshead  C.B.,  Washing- 
ton U.D.  and  this  Authority  have  formed  a group  to  deal  jointly  with 
the  building  of  an  incinerator  for  refuse  disposal.  This  project 
is  scheduled  to  become  operational  by  autumn,  1972. 


5.  Gulley  Emptying  and  Street  Sweeping. 

Two  mechanical  gulley  emptiers  are  in  use  in  the  area. 

Street  sweeping  is  carried  out  partly  by  the  use  of  three  road 
sweeper-collectors,  three  electric  orderlies,  and  partly  by  the  gang 
method. 


6.  Swimming  Baths. 

The  public  Swimming  Bath  of  National  Championship 
standard  on  the  Learn  Lane  Estate  has  proved  to  be  extremely 
popular  and  National  Swimming  Trials  have  been  held  here.  The 
water  is  regularly  sampled  and  bacteriological  examinations  have 
shown  a high  standard  of  purity. 


7.  Schools. 

Routine  inspections  of  schools  have  been  carried  out  during  the 

year. 
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8.  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  Felling  No.  1 Order,  operative  from  May,  1962,  continued  to 
show  the  advantages  of  clean  air  for  a limited  period.  No,  2 area  came 
into  operation  in  January,  1967,  and  Nos.  3 and  4 in  May,  1968. 

With  the  withdrawal  of  Gloco,  the  main  fuel  for  the  open  fires 
of  the  Learn  Lane  Smoke  Control  area  (3,839  dwellings),  application 
had  to  be  made  under  Section  11  (7)  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  to 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  a relaxation  of 
the  Smoke  Control  Order  from  1st  April  on  the  grounds  that  supplies 
of  suitable  fuels  were  not  available.  This  was  granted  for  a period  of 
one  year. 

As  there  was  also  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  of  Sunbrite, 
letters  were  sent  to  all  tenants  with  closed  stoves,  and  public  notices 
were  also  issued  warning  of  the  dangers  of  burning  bituminous  coal 
in  closed  stoves,  and  that  on  health  grounds  tenants  were  asked  to 
burn  smokeless  fuels  wherever  possible  during  the  period  of  suspen- 
sion of  the  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Order. 

Since  1964,  the  Council-built  houses  have  been  fitted  with 
smokeless  appliances  including  gas,  electricity  and  solid  fuel  room 
heaters  burning  hard  coke. 

Pipe  Coating  Plant — Pelazv. 

Early  in  the  year  the  owners  of  these  works  were  prosecuted 
successfully  by  the  Alkali  Inspectorate  for  failing  to  take  “best 
practicable  means.” 

However,  in  February,  agreement  was  reached  by  the  Durham 
County  Council  with  the  Company  for  the  sale  of  the  Pelaw  factory; 
and  in  April  it  was  agreed  that  the  future  use  of  the  premises  be 
restricted  to  Class  HI  of  the  Use  Classes  Order,  i.e.,  light  industry, 
and  a discontinuance  order  in  respect  of  the  use  of  the  premises  for 
the  purposes  of  Class  V and  VHI  of  the  Use  Classes  Order. 

In  June  the  premises  were  acquired  by  the  County  Council,  and 
the  work  of  pipe  coating  was  finally  ended.  All  the  time  this  factory 
has  been  in  operation  there  has  been  a more  or  less  continuous 
nuisance  and  a great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  by  the  Health 
Inspector  after  normal  duty  and  weekends  in  dealing  with  these 
problems.  At  all  times  a close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the 
Alkali  Inspectors  by  the  Health  Inspector,  who,  due  to  the  distance 
of  the  Alkali  Offices  from  the  site,  has  acted  as  a liaison  officer  with 
them  in  taking  action  to  alleviate  the  conditions  which  have  arisen 
at  this  site. 
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Air  Pollution — Measurement. 

Two  deposit  gauges  and  two  lead  peroxide  instruments  have 
been  in  use  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year.  The  deposit  gauge 
measures  the  amount  of  matter  deposited  in  the  area  and  the  lead 
peroxide  instrument  measures  the  sulphur  content  of  the  atmosphere.

Informal  action  was  taken  in  nine  cases  to  abate  smoke  nuisance. 

Several  lectures  on  Air  Pollution  have  been  given  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  local  bodies  during  the  year. 


9.  Rodent  Control. 

A rodent  operator  is  employed  in  the  Health  Department  and 
he  deals  with  all  rat  and  mice  infestations  and  the  treatments  of 
sewers. 

All  complaints  received  are  investigated  and  treated  where 
required ; routine  visits  and  inspections  in  the  area  are  also  carried  out. 

Due  to  various  circumstances,  dilferent  poisons  at  times  are 
used,  which  include  Warfarin,  Zinc  Phosphide,  and  in  some  cases 
Arsenious  Oxide.  The  use  of  a narcotic  bait  was  tried  in  some  severe 
mouse  infestations  with  most  successful  results. 

After  any  poisoning,  post-baiting  is  carried  out.  Warfarin 
generally  being  used  for  this  purpose,  to  determine  if  the  infestation 
has  been  completely  eradicated. 

Rodent  extermination  work,  using  the  techniques  recommended 
by  the  Ministry,  is  carried  out  in  this  area  and  in  most  cases  complete 
eradication  is  obtained  after  initial  poisoning,  but  in  every  case 
post-baiting  is  carried  out  as  a routine  procedure. 
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Inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  several  farms  in  the  area.

When  a complaint  of  bug  infestation  is  received,  the  infested 
dwelling  is  inspected  and  sprayed  with  suitable  insecticides  where 
required. 

No  general  disinfestation  scheme  for  Council  houses  and 
removals  from  Council  houses  is  in  force. 

Council  houses,  when  vacated  at  the  end  of  a tenancy,  are 
inspected  by  the  Housing  Department,  and  should  any  type  of 
vermin  be  seen,  the  Health  Department  are  notified  and  treatment 
is  carried  out  before  a new  tenant  enters  into  possession.

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In  addition,  complaints  are  often  received  of  beetle  or  other 
infestation,  and  powder  containing  a suitable  insecticide  has  been 
issued  to  91  households. 

Where  a serious  infestation  occurs,  the  dwelling  is  treated  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

On  several  occasions  it  has  been  found  that  there  has  been  a 
resistance  to  the  normal  insecticides  by  cockroaches.  In  such 
cases  the  use  of  the  carbomates  and  other  recently-discovered 
insecticides,  either  in  powder  or  liquid  form  or  as  a lacquer,  have 
proved  effective. 

A number  of  enquiries  were  received  for  advice  on  treatment  of 
furniture  beetle  infestations.  Where  such  an  infestation  occurs  in 
a Council  dwelling,  the  Health  Department  staff,  in  conjunction 
with  the  housing  maintenance  staff,  deal  with  this  problem. 
Where  the  infestation  is  severe  the  affected  woodwork  is  removed 
and  burnt  and  is  replaced  by  suitably  treated  wood,  after  spraying 
and  other  precautions  have  been  taken.  At  prescribed  times, 
spraying  is  carried  out  in  all  known  cases  of  furniture  beetle 
in  Council  dwellings.  Where  slight  infestation  occurs,  injection  of 
the  holes  with  a hypodermic  syringe  containing  a suitable  insecticide 
has  been  found  to  be  most  effective.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
after  treatment  has  been  carried  out  over  a period  in  these  dwellings 
there  is  a definite  reduction  in  the  degree  of  infestation,  and  in  some 
cases  after  a period  of  three  years  or  more  the  infestation  would  appear 
to  have  been  completely  eradicated.

One  hundred  and  six  shops  sell  prepacked  ice-cream  and 
regular  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises,  and  in  all  cases  they 
have  been  found  to  be  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

CLEAN  FOOD  EDUCATION. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  years,  no  Clean  Food  Guild  is  estab- 
lished in  the  area.  As  in  the  past,  lectures  have  been  given  by  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  local  bodies  on  food  and  food 
hygiene.  Judging  by  the  attendance  at  these  lectures,  and  the 
questions  asked,  it  is  apparent  that  the  housewife  of  today  is 
increasingly  aware  of  the  need  for  clean  food  and  a high  standard  of 
hygiene.  I would  consider  these  lectures  to  be  well  worth  while.
